This voung mar gets an 
average of 750 to 1000 letters per 
week from his Television show, “I 
Led Three Lives” He gets approx- 
imately 500-letters a week from 
movie fans who never see him on 
the screen, He gets from 10 to 20 
letters a week from movie fans 
who have seen his name as the di- 
rector of such pictures as “Four 
Guns To The Border.” He gets an 
average of 100 letters a week from 
people who are interested in his 
writing whenever one of his novels 
or short storieş appears in á mag- 
azine. Between Sceties when on the 
set or out on location he spends 
considerablé time’with ‘his secre- 
tary going over’ his voluminous 
mail. In a general ‘sort.of way he 
says his mail breaks down in this 
fashion. The TV show,, “I Led 
Three Lives,” elicits 96 per cent 
lauding him,as a patriot, while left. 
wingers condemn or censor him in 
4 per cent of this mail. His movie 
fan mail complains because he so 
seldom wins the girl. In the mail 
which refers to his directing, the 
writers generally are curious about 
technical questions and dramatic 
students ask questions about his 
work. The fan letters he gets about 
stories he has written carry a high 
moral tone, A story he once wrote 
about his own children brought him’ 
more fan mail than any story or 
article he has written. “Fan mail is’ 
a wonderful guide to me,” says 
Carlson, “I get the human reactions 
to my work in all mediums and this 
provides me With a very valuable 
understanding of what audiences 
like to see and hear and read.”

Under A Fictitious Name Unless 
The Name Is Registered 


The fictitious name statute was recently changed by the 1951 
Legislature and the News has the necessary forms for proper registra-

As amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 


. “It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business iṣẹ which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested-persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious Ñame 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
ti us name at least, once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 

some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
Cactctrcligs is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of. the circuit court except upon receiving 
proof of such publication.”
